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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for indicating allowance of 
claim 14: The prior art does not disclose at least two electrical contact elements 
contacting the grounded metal guide rail wherein the contact elements are separated 
from one another and in contact with the metal guide rail and the contact elements 
together with a portion of the guide rail extending between the contact elements forming 
a safety loop supplied from a low voltage electrical generator with terminals connected 
to the safety loop; and a current passage detector connected to the safety loop and 
detecting a current flowing in the safety loop and furnishing a signal indicating whether 
the safety loop is one of open or closed depending upon whether electrical contact at a 
level of the contact elements is one of satisfactory or unsatisfactory, and when the 
electrical contact is unsatisfactory, the signal causing at least one of safety elements to 
be engaged. This feature in combination with the rest of the claim limitations is not 
anticipated or rendered obvious by the prior art of record.
